Air Standards Urged 


If the Federal Environ- 
mental Protection Agency 
continues its “current, un- 
realistic approach to air 
quality standards, there is no 
way the domestic copper in- 
dustry could maintain any 
semblance of its ' capacity,” 
Robert N. Pratt, president of 
Kennecott Sales Corp., said 
at a New York City forum. 


“Even if the state plans, 
which both the states and the 
copper producers feel are ef- 
fechive in protecting air qual- 
ity, survive the EPA admin- 
istrator’s judgments and re- 


main in effect, we can expect 
a significant reduction in do- 
mestic productive capacity,” 
Mr. Pratt said. 

“Given until 1975 to meet 
the standards set in these 
plans, the net loss in domestic 
copper productive capacity 
would be from 5 to 10 per 
cent.” 

Mr. Pratt said there is no 
way the domestic producer by 
1977—either with existing 
technology or that which 
could reasonably be expected 
to be available for applica- 
tion—could achieve EPA's 
objectives, even in a new 


smelter. He emphasized that 
96 to 99 per cent control can- 
not be accomplished. 

“We would simply have to 
go out of the copper smelting 
business—and I don’t think I 
need detail the consequences 
of trying to smelt our domes- 
tically mined copper abroad,” 
he said. 


“Someone at the federal 
level,” Mr. Pratt urged, 
“must weigh environmental 
objectives against all other 
national objectives. Priorities 
must be set. Now is the time 
to reason together.”

anything time and again,” 

Mrs. Knauer believes that 
consumers must get involved 
with industry. They should 
tell manufacturers what they 
want, and thus help create 
new products and policies. 
When consumers complain 
directly to management, the 
dialogue proves helpful! in 
correcting unsatisfactory 
products.

Nixon Has 
Majority 


BILL DICKINSON 

On November 7, 1972 Pres- 
ident Nixon won 49 of the 50 
states and received the largest 
majority ever received by a 
president And, the Republi 
cans had a net gain of 13 seats, 
only losing two in the Senate 
Normally this would mean the 
president would have a man- 
date and could look forward to 
popular support in Congress as 
well as out 

However, it is myprediction 
that this will be the most turbu- 
lent Congress in which I have 
served and the stormiest in 
decades, There are many rea- 
sons for this 

First, there is the bomb- 
ing. Unless the Vietnam War 


this Democratic controlled 
Congress will vote to cut off 
funds for the war in Indochina 
The United States is paying a 
terrible price in men and ma- 
terials for resuming the bomb- 
ing in mid-December and I 
feel that the public and Con- 
gress will no longer pay this 
price without some concrete 
expectation of peace 

The proposed national bud- 
get will also provide some fuel 
for dissent. President Nixon 
has set a $250 billion limita- 
tion on spending. Fine! If we 
could match our income aga- 
inst our spending then deficit 
financing and increased pres- 
sure toward inflation and anin- 
crease -in our National Debt 
would not occur. Our National 
Debt is now approximately $444 
billion and the interest alone on 
the debt is $23.1 billion a year. 

Lack of coordination be- 
tween the authorizing commit- 
tees of Congress and the Appro- 
priations Committee will cause 
considerable furor, Each au- 
thorizing committee legislates 
what they want to spend with- 
out regard to what size slice 
they are taking from the whole 
pie. Deficit spending results 
aS more slices are taken than 
there are in the pie. Addi- 
tionally, the cost of many bills 
is often legislated upward. 

Appropriations (or the lack 
of) for pollution control, new 
roads, mass transit and agri- 
culture should provoke contro- 
versy among advocates of fis- 
cal responsibility and irrespon- 
sibility. 

I'm sure many other un- 
mentioned issues will alsocrop 
up and the 93rd Congress will, 
to say the least, be tempest 
tossed.

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CPA’S Outline 1972 Tax Law 


Changes 


With the time for filing 1972 
federal income tax returns 
drawing near, taxpayers begin 
wondering what tax law chan- 
ges there have been since last 
year. The answer provided by 
the Alabama Society of Certi- 
fied Public Accountants is that 
the changes aren’t flumerous, 
but they are important. 

The one affecting the most 
people -- just about everyone, 
Say the CPAs -- is the in- 
crease in the personal exemp- 
tion from $675 to $750. This 
amount may be taken for each 
dependent, including the tax- 
payer, himself, 

Next in importance in terms 
of{numbers of taxpayers af- 
fected is the liberalization of 
the standard deduction for those 
who do not itemize their deduc- 
tions. Last year one could de- 
duct 13%, of adjusted gross in- 
come up to a maximum of 
$1,500. This year the stand- 
ard deduction is 15%, with a 
$2,000 maximum. A third ma- 
jor innovation is the boost in 
the low-income allowance, the 
amount of income on which 
there is no tax at all. It’s 
up from $1,050 to $1,300. By 
combining this with personal 
exemptions a family of five 


can earn up to $5,050 and in- 
cur no tax.

the high tax brackets is a low- 
ering of the ceiling on income 
taxes, On earned income -- as 
distinguished from interest, 
dividends, ete, -- the top tax 
rate now is 50%, down from 
60% in 1971. 

For, working mothers, and 
fathers whose wives are dis- 
abled or no longer in the home, 
there are new deductions for 
the costs of having someone 
take care of children or inva- 
lid adult dependents. The new 
law, applying to fees paid to 
babysitters, housekeepers who 
also babysit, and nursery sch- 
ools, is crammed with quali- 
fications, so expert assistance 
in this area is recommended, 

Another major change, in 
Internal Revenue Service policy 
rather than in tax law, severely 
restricts the deductibility of 
expenses resulting from owner- 
ship of a vacation home that is 
rented out part of the year, Ex- 
cept for interest and tax pay- 
ments, deductions for such a 
home are limited to the amount 
of rent it brings in, says the 
CPA Society. 

Finally, the CPAs offer a 
reminder that contributors to 
political campaigns may now 
take a tax credit (a reduction 
of the amount of taxes owed) 
of one half the amount contri-

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VITAMIN INTERRELATIONSHIPS — IV 


(Fourth of a four-part series of articles) 


In the past three weeks we've 
talked about vitamins generally, 
and specifically vitamins A and D 
What I didn’t mention in the ear- 
lier columns is that vitamins A 
and D, along with vitamins E and 
K, are known as the fat-soluble 
vitamins. This is because they al 
Ways appear in the fat portion of 
foods. All the fat-soluble vitamins 
are stored in our bodies to some 
degree, hence we can build up re- 
serves 

All other vitamins are water- 
soluble vitamins. These are not 
stored in the body. They constant- 
ly are leaving by way of excre- 
tion and must be replenished 
from our food. Later in this col- 
umn, they will be discussed. 

Vitamin E 

But first a word about vitamin 
E: It is essential. Deficiencies in 
various animals have caused de- 
generation of skeletal muscles, 
paralysis of the legs, and repro- 
ductive failure. But none vf these 
failures have been demonstrated 
in man. Vitamin E in the body 
acts as an antitoxidant, uniting 
with oxygen to help prevent blood 
cell ruptures caused by oxidizing 
agents such as the peroxides in 
unsaturated fatty acids. The daily 
need for vitamin E is closely re- 
lated to how much polyunsatur- 
ated fats you consume 

The other fat-soluble vitamin — 
vitamin K — is essential for nor- 
mal blood coagulation, though we 
don’t really know how it assists in 
blood clotting, We get vitamin K 
in our food and it is also synthe- 
sized in our intestinal tract 

The Water-Soluble Vitamins 

The water-soluble vitamins in- 
clude all those referred to as the 
vitamin B complex, plus vitamin 
C, or ascorbic acid, At least 11 
vitamins compose the complex 
The major ones are thiamin, ribo 
flavin, niacin, folic acid, vitamin 
B12, Vitamin B6, pantothenic 


acid, and biotin. There isn’t space 
to adequately discuss them, but 
here, briefly, are some facts: 

Thiamin promotes appetite and 
digestion, keeps the nervous sys- 
tem healthy, and helps the body 
release energy from food. Ribo- 
flavin helps cells use oxygen, 
helps keep skin, tongue and.lips 
smooth and normal. Niacin helps 
keep the nervous system healthy, 
and prevents pellagra, a disease 
once prevalent in our southern 
States. Folic acid and vitamin B12 
and ascorbic acid share a function 
related to the health of red blood 
cells. B12, on its own, is essential 
for body cell function, especially 
those in bone marrow, the ner- 
vous system and the gastrointes- 
tinal tract 

A deficiency of vitamin B6 cre- 
ates symptoms similar to those 
resulting from a lack of the other 
B vitamins — skin problems, 
tongue and lip inflammation, mus- 
cular weakness, nervous disor- 
ders, depression and irritability. 
Pantothenic acid helps release 
energy from proteins, fats, and 
carbohydrates in our food. Biotin 
helps us in metabolizing carbohy- 
drates and in the synthesis and 
oxidation of fatty acids. 

Vitamin C 

As for vitamin C, it apparently 
is involved in many of the re- 
actions within cells but this func- 
tion is little understood. We do 
know that vitamin C is vital in 
helping us make the cementing 
materials that hold body cells to- 
gether. Vitamin C also helps 
make the walls of our blood ves- 
sels firm, and it helps us in heal- 
ing wounds and broken bones, 
Scurvy, once a disease suffered by 
sailors from lack of citrus fruits 
in their diets, would result if you 
did not get enough vitamin C

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Teenage Diet: One Way Ticket 


To Trouble 


Are teenagers eating their 
way to heart trouble in adult- 
hood? James F. Mracek, M. 
D., Wetumpka, President of the 
Alabama Heart Association, 
thinks they are. 

“Young people are often over- 
weight and habits established 
early in life are hardto break,” 
he says. “Obesity can accel- 
erate many cardiovascular dis- 
eases -- heart attack, high bl- 
ood pressure (hypertension), 
stroke and congestive heart 
failure.” 

These are only medical terms 
to teenagers, but they take on 
added significance “when it’s 
too late, after the damage has 
been done.” 

“Look at the foods they eat,” 
says Dr. Mracek. “Teenagers 
and college age young adults 
seldom bother with breakfast, 
except for a_ hastily gulped 
glass or two of whole milk 
which is high in animal fats. 
Their lunches even between 
meal snacks, are often loaded 
with rich calories, high in cho- 
lesterol and other saturated 
fats, and lots of refined sugar.” 

To youths who say they’re 
too young to worry about what 
they eat, she (he) replies: 

“Grease laden hamburgers 
and french fries, potato chips 
prepared in saturated fats, mal- 
teds made with whole milk -- 
they cause steady build up of

the arteries. Whenthe openings 
in these tubes carrying blood 
to the brain and heart become 
blocked, stroke or heart at- 
tack result.” 

According to ‘the Alabama 
Heart Association President, 
the danger is that this poten- 
tial killer lies dormant until a 
person reaches adulthood. Then 
the damage has already been 
done. Then it’s too late to 
prevent a life threatening bl- 


* ockage. 


Avoiding foods high in sat- 
urated fats doesn’t mean tak- 
ing all the fun out of life, 
he says. It means substitut- 
ing some foods for others which 
are equally satisfying. Pizza, 
a popular teenage food, is fine. 
But the nutritionist suggests: 
skip the sausage and try on- 
ions, mushrooms or anchovies. 

Other suggested substitutes: 
instead of potato chips, eat 
fresh nuts, raisins and other 
dried or whole fruits; popcorn 
without butter; sherberts and 
ice milk instead of ice cream. 

Diet shouldn’t be the only 
concern of the heart conscious 
youth. Exercise is important 
too. 

According to heart Associa- 
tion Researchers, most over- 
weight teenager’s diets are 
much the same as their slim 
and trim peers. “The truth 
is, they’re often just plain lazy,”

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Says Dr. Mracek, “A regular 
exercise program helps burn up 
fats and keeps. bodies young. 
Not dull exercise like ‘calis- 
thenics -- they are good for 
growing bodies, but young peo- 
ple quickly lose interest. Swim- 
ming, riding, dancing and long 
walks winter and summer are 
better. And organized sports 
help, too. Just keep active,” 

“Also teenagers should take 
a good look at their family 
tree. Is there a family heart 
disease, dating back several 
generations? At what age did 
parents and grandparents con- 
tract the disease? How ser- 
ious was it? All these factors 
says Dr. Mracek can provide 
insight to the health problems 
they will face in later life, 
and point up the same way they 
should be living it today. 

The Alabama Heart Associa- 
tion offer free advice on nu- 
trition as one of the many 
programs supported by money 
raised through the Heart Fund 
campaign during February. In 
addition, diet - conscious teen- 
agers and their parents can 
obtain a brochure entitled “Hea-

Protect Children 
From Poisoning 


“When you use poisons in your 
home, it’s up to you to pro- 
tect children from accidental 
poisonings,” says Talmadge 
Baicn, bxténsion pesticide ed- 
ucation specialist. “And this 
job requires constant effort. 
because items that cause poi- 
sonings aren't always labeled 
‘poison’. These items include 
laundry products, sprays, spot 
removers, drain cleaners, 
hobby products and medicines.” 

To help prevent accidental 
polsonings, Balch suggests 
clearly labeling all poisons, 
cleaning supplies and polishes 
and locking them out ofa child’s 
reach. 

The specialist also says to 
keep medicine in a locked cab- 
inet and return it after each 
use. Be sure the cabinet is 
well lighted so you won't take 
the wrong medicine. Keep ex- 
ternal medicine separate from 
internal, and read label instru- 
ctions to insure proper dosage 
when giving medicines. 

As a final safeguard, Balch 
Says keep all products in o- 
riginal containers.

Fire Insurance 
on Cigars? 


Once upon a time a man tried 
to collect fire insurance on a box 
of cigars, Having smoked them 
all, one at a time, he argued that 
they had been “destroyed by fire” 
and were therefore covered by his 
policy 

But the court pointed to a rule 
which is followed almost every- 
where in the field of fire insur- 
ance: that damage done by a 
“friendly” fire is not covered, A 
friendly fire is one chat is burning 
where it belongs--in an oven, in 
u fireplace, or at the tip of a cigar 

“In common parlance,” a court 
explained, “one has not ‘had a 
fire’ so long as it has burned only 
in the place where it was intended 
to burn.” 


This rule has generally been ap- 
plied not only to things burned on 
purpose, like the cigars, but also 
to things burned by mistake. 

Consider two examples 

1) a housekeeper threw an en- 
velope into the family furnace, 
unaware that it contained a valu- 
able ring: 

2) a man unwittingly tossed 
his wife’s dentures, wrapped in 
tissue paper, into a trash fire. 

Both the rirg and the dentures 
were rained in the flames, and 
claims for fire insurance were 
filed in both cases. But both 
claims were later denied in court, 
since the furnace fire and the 
trash fire were friéndly—burning 
Where they belonged. 

Of course, a fire may change 
its character from friendly to un- 
friendly. 

Suppose that some red hot cin- 
ders jump out of a crackling fire- 
place and set fire to nearby drap- 
eries, For this kind of damage, 
you could indeed collect compen- 
sation under the ordinary fire in- 
surance policy. 

For, as one court pointed out, 
most of the fires that eventually 
do cause damage are fires that 
wet. friendly when they began.

These accidents bring the 
number of people killed in ru- 
ral traffic accidents in Alabama 
this year to 40 compared with 
54 killed during the same per- 
iod of tine last year for a de- 
crease of 14 fatalities. 

Coffee County troopers in- 
vestigated 1 accidents this 
weekend with no injuries and 
no fatalities. So far this year 
no persons have been killed 
in motor vehicle traffic acci- 
dents in this county as compared 
with 1 killed during the same 
period iast year.

sioners met Monday for the first 
time since the three new com 
missioners from District4(En- 
terprise) took office 

The first order of business 
was to iron out problems overa 
bid request sent out for pur- 
chase of a new dump truck.

He said 
that 28 families, three school 
buses use the road daily and at 
times it was impassable.
